HOLY ISLAND 


This island, situated in the south 
arm of Pine Lake, is a historic and 
interesting spot. It was set apart 
by the “Saints’ as a place for hold- 
ing the “Feast of the First Fruits,” 
in the summer of 1855. At that 
time it was an isolated spot where 
the feastings and revelries could 
go on undisturbed by Gentile set- 
tlers. These feasts commenced on 
the first Sabbath after the full 
moon in August each year and 
generally continued several days. 
One of the principal articles of 
food was a roast ox or other ani- 
mal, large enough to feed the 
multitude assembled. 

Strang had explored the Pine 
Lake region, and his reports to the 
Northern Islander, the official 
Mormon newspaper on Beaver 
Island, gave the place great value 
in the eyes of the Saints, and Holy 
Island was to become sacred and 
devoted only to the worship of 
Ged. There was an evident in- 
tention to make it the future head- 
quarters of a colony of Saints to 
be established on Pine Lake. 

The foregoing account is furn- 
ished by Charles J. Strang, editor 
of the Charlevoix Journal, and a 
son of James J. Strang, the Mor- 
mon leader. 

Holy Island is situated about 
one and a half miles south from 
Ironton. It is delightfully located, 
and in the summer. season is a 
charming retreat for resorters, it 
being covered with cluster of ever- 
green and white poplar. Its own- 
ers, Col. O. F. Wisner, of Charle- 
voix, and Nelson Daniels, of Wau- 
cousia, Mich., have, during the 
past year, made great improve- 
ments on the island, by way of 
trimming it up and clearing off the 
rubbish, so that now it presents a 
most attractive appearance. 

The island contains a trifle: over 
eleven acres, and is laid out into 
lots of sixty feet front on a line 
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| drawn through the center of the 
island north and south, a distance 
of 80 rods; said central line being} 


thirty feet wide. ‘These lots ex- 
tend kack to the water on either 
side of the island. Steamers can 
pass on either side of the island, 
which therefore, commands a fine 
view of the traffic on Pine lake. 
The distance from Charlevoix is 
about eight miles. It is not sur- 
prising. that the Mormon king 
chose this spot as the retreat of the 
Saints. It is the intention of Mssrs. 
Wisner and Daniels to build a 
club-house. here, they having re- 
served several lots for that pur- 
pose. The central avenue is to 
be opened from shore to shore ang. 
various other improvements made. 
Several lots have already been 
purchased and there is every rea- 
son to believe that this will become 
a popular resort. 


VALLEY OF THE JORDAN 


This interesting portion of the 
country is described as follows by 
Dr. L. M. Leach: ‘The Jordan al- 
luded to in this article is not the 
far-famed river of the east, flow- 
ing from the foot hills of Anti- 
Lebanon and falling into the Dead 
Sea, but the less known, clear, 
sparkling trout stream, that is 
made by the union of a hundred 
rippling brooks, whose sources are 
well up toward the high céntral 
plauteau of northern Michigan, 
and goes dancing down to the south 
arm of Pine lake. Nor is it of the 
trout we propose to speak, though 
they are there in great number and 
lucky: pedple catch them, but the 
wild, picturesque valley, its soil, 
productions and agricultural capa- 
bilities. 

The valley is a continuation of 
the depression in which lies the 
south arm of the lake. It was fash- 
ioned, no doubt, by the same force, 
or combination of forces, that, in 
the glacial. period, scarred the 
rocky crust of the earth with im- 
mense furrows, ground the loos- 
ened material to the consistency of 
drift, spread it irregularly over the 
valleys and plains or piled it up 
in fantastic heaps and gave the 
present general configuration to the 
surface of the country. 

In going up the valley, one 
travels in a southeasterly direc- 
tion. The rise is very gradual at 
first, but afterward more abrupt. 
At John B. Webster’s, near Mount 
Bliss postoffice, about six miles up, 
the river is only thirty feet higher 
than at its mouth. The valley 
varies in width from one mile to 
several. On either hand it is 
bounded by what would have been 
an undulating table-land, had it 
not been cut through and through 
by lateral ravines, in each of which 
flows down a rivulet or larger 
stream from the heights above to 
the river below, thus converting it 
into a range of hills. From the 
foot of the hills, as a general rule, 
the land slopes almost to the mar- 
gin of the river. In places, how- 
ever, level plains of considerable 
extent intervene, and sometimes a 
single hill is seen standing along 
in the valley, having been cut off 
from the adjacent table-land by 
the original eroding force. Such 
a hill, of small size, surrounded 
by a plain, stands on the cultivated 
part of Mr. Webster’s farm. It is, 
perhaps seventy feet high and its 
top does not exceed half an acre 


in extent. A similar hill, but high- | 


table-land is occupied by two 
or three excellent farms. 

The interior of the hills which 
form the boundaries of the valley, 
for a considerable height above 
their base, consists of rock in 
places belonging to the group of 
Michigan light shales. This inter- 
esting fact we proved by personal 
observation, visiting out-crops and 
bringing away specimens at points 
a hundred and thirty feet above 
the river and a hundred and sixty 
feet above Lake Michigan. The 
soil of the tops of the hills varies 
from a light sandy loam to a heavy 
clay loam, the latter being. the 
more common. The steep -hill- 


| sides, as well as the belt of sloping 


and along their base, are true 
bowlder clay, made up in, great 
part of material furnished by the 
disintegration of the shales that 
once filled the valley. Nearer the 
river the clay has a thicker cover- 
ing of muck, and the surface being 
nearly level, retains sufficient 
moisture to give the character of 
a swamp. In the extreme lower 
part of the valley, especially on 
the west side extensive beds of 
marl of a stiff, putty-like sub- 
stance, constitutes the sub-soil un- 
der a stratum cf muck, supporting 
a heavy growth of timber, but they 
disappear long before reaching 
Webster’s. In some places along 
the bases of the hills the surface 
of the ground is strewed with 
granite bowlders where, at. the 
close of the glacial period, the last 
iceberg grounded, and, as_ they 
slowly melted, dropped their stony 
freight. 

- The soil as already intimated, is 
made up largely of clay, but it is 
not so campact as to be difficult to 
work. Its general character is that 
of a tolerably heavy clay loam. 
There are limited areas of light, 
sandy soil, but they are the ex- 
ception, and not the rule. On the 
whole it seems to be well adapted 
to the production of grass. If 
an undeveloped tract of land 
anywhere in the Traverse Region 
specially well adapted to dairy 
farming, it is, in our opinion, the 
valley of the Jordan and the ad- 
jacent hills. .

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TIP TO FALL FISHERMEN 


Some of the best available fish- 
ing in Michigan is being complete- 
ly overlooked by a few hundred 
thousand. anglers seeking rod and 
reel fun in the fall. 
trout fishing in scores of inland 
lakes widely scattered cover the 
state. 

For a good many years the fish 
division of our conservation de- 
partment has been planting rain- 
bow trout in inland waters deem- 
ed suitable for their. living quar-

and are finding all the food they 
need. And surprisingly enough, 
the warm water lakes in the 
southern part of the State are 
yielding just as big if not bigger/ 
fish than those 200 miles north 
. trout running 6 pounds or 
more. There used to be a theory 
that all trout needed cold, swiftly 
running water for best survival 
~—the running water was supposed 
to establish a higher oxygen con- 
tent. But that’s been disproved 
now, not only in Michigan but out 
west where rainbow trout of 30 


ters—and it’s apparent from late 
results that what started out to be 
an experiment has firmly estab- 
lished a completely new sport for 
the Michigan angler. i 

Most of the lakes chosen for 
dance of springs, are fairly deep, 
rainbow planting have an abun- 
well-supplied with a minnow pop- 
ulation, but reveal a definitely lim- 
ited population of pike. The 
trout are planted at legal size-in 
most instances—that’s 7” or longer. 
To a big pike a 7” trout would be 
just another meal, so the Fish 
Division never welcomes pike in 
a chosen trout lake.

' With the reopening of schools 
and nearly one-half million Mich- 
igan children crossing streets and 
highways cn their way to and from 
classrooms, Sgt: Harold Moore, 
commander of the Gaylord State 
Police post, is: urging all persons 
to take part in-the current state- 
wide child safety campaign. 

“Last year,” Sgt. Moore said, 
“g,.247 children under 15 years of 
age were killed or injured in 
Michigan traffic, an average of 
about 160 casualties each week. 

‘More often than not the chil- 
dren were victims of their own 
carelessness, but many of the tra- 
gedies could have been avoided if 
drivers had been more alert and 
expecting the unexpected. 

“Drivers should take special 
precautions, not only in school and 
playground areas, but in all areas 
where children are likely to be.

Wisconsin Data 
Throws Light on 
State’s Deer Crop 


Wisconsin’s one anterless and 
two any-deer seasons during the 
last three years have given some 
answers to problems of deer herd 
management presently facing 
Michigan, the . conservation de- 
partment reports. a 

A report received from Wiscon- 
sin’s department of conservation 
shows that ‘state has obtained a 
better balance between range and 
herd through three years of “open” 
hunting. The report says signs of 
range improvement since more 
liberal hunting regulations were 
set up have already been noted 
And, it continues, this alone wili 
assure a healthier and more pro- 
ductive herd. 

More deer for hunters is a sec- 
ond result noted in the report; 


450,000 were taken during the| 
three-year period—about as many j 
as would be killed during 10 years 


under old regulations. 

A vast reduction of losses by 
starvation is a third advantage to 
open hunting in Wisconsin. In the 
winter of 1942-43, an estimated 
50,000 to 200,000 deer starved a 
winter when hunters could take 
only one buck. 

This year, Wisconsin will have a 
one-buc*: season as in former 
years. That state’s conservation 
commission approved the less lib-~ 
eral season fcr one year only, after 
stating that the three open years 
proved beneficial in handling. and 
maintaining the deer herd.
